Honored 
_ Alt the -presentation banquet given 
at the University of Alberta, Edmon- 
ton, today, Percy A. Switzer, La- 
combe, Alta., was awarded the hon- 
orary degree. of Master Farmer. 
Both the banquet and the awarding 
ef the Master Farmer .medals were 
sponsored by The Nor’-West Farm- 
er, Wimipeg. This farm magazine 
introduced the Master Farmer Move- 
- ment to Canada this year and con- 
ducted jt in the three Prairie Prov- 
inces. So that this year, 1930 
marks the first time in history of 
Canadian agriculture that | farmers 
have been named Masters of their 

profession. j 

The Master Farmer Movement’ is 
neither: a contest nor a competition, 
it is. a means for awarding outstand- 
ing achievement in farming, home- 
building and citizenship. To become 
a candidate for the award a farmer 
must be nominated by his neigh- 
bors. He cannot nominate himself. 
The great majority of the 174 candi- 
dates.in the three provinces this year 
were nominated by hocal agricultural 
societies or local organizations, very 
few nominations coming «from  indi- 
viduals. Following the nomination, 
a candidate was requested to answer 
as completely as possible a Master 
Farmer Questionnaire of 294 ques- 
tions, after which he was iain by

Farmer, made the final decisions as 
to the awards, but only after careful 
consideration of the information pre- 
viously gathered and a personal vis- 
it to the candidate’s farm. Similar

Manitoba and Saskatchewan. : 

A presentation banquet was held in 
Winnipeg on October 28, and anoth- 
er will be held at Regina Sask., on 

L November 1, for honoring the Master 
Farmers of the respective provinces. 
Master Farmer medals and certifi- 
cates will be awarded annually by 
The Nor’ West Farmer providing 
candidates with the mecessary quali- 
fication are nominated when nomin- 
ations are called for at the beginning 
of each year. 

P. A. Switzer, Lacombe, Alta., 
operates a section farm of which 500 
acres are under cultivation. Mr. 
Switzer was born and raised on his 
father’s farm at St. Mary’s, Ont., 


his present location in 1892. The 
soil.on Mr. Switzer’s farm is a 
black loam with a clay sub-soil and a 
good deal of it has been under cultiv- 
ation for 35 years..He grows wheat, 
oatg and barley, also a considerable 
amount of sweet elover, western rye 
grass, timothy and brome. Farm 
work is done with both horses and 
tractor, the horses being used in 4, 
6 and 8 horse teams. One married 
man is kept the year around as hired 
help and a house is provided for him, 
vl and he together with Mr. Switzer 
and his son, with extra help at seed- 
ing and harvesting, take care of the 
farm work the year around. The 
tractor is used about 300 hours on 
drawbar work and 300 hours belt 
work, part of. the latter being occu- 
pied on the threshing outfit. A 
motor truck is also ueed. A definite 
crop rotation has been established 
whieh is wheat followed by oats 
seedéd down to sweet clover, which is 
used for a pasture or hay the third 
year, The main weeds are, stink- 
weed, quack grass, Oanadian and 
sow thistle. Quack grass is consid- 
ered the most difficult to control. He 
has a complete line of farm imple- 
ments and regards the power binder 
as his most profitable investment. 
Mr. Switzer has been breeding pure 
bred Shorthorns for 30 years. Silage 
is grown for the live stock as well as 
some rotos and all grain is fed and 
rolled. Some bran, oil cake and 
tankage is purchased every year for 
feeding cattle and hogs. Mr. Swit- 
zer bas also been breeding Clydesdale 
horeés for a good mapy years and at 
the present time has two brood 
mares although he is not raising
